THE ABOVE NAMED COMPLAINING WITNESS BEING DULY SWORN, ON 
INFORMATION AND BELIEF STATES THAT: 

COUNT 1 : THEFT (EMBEZZLEMENT) (VALUE EXCEEDING $10,000) 

The above-named defendant, between about December 31, 2009 and December 7, 
2010, at 9323 West Greenfield Avenue, West Allis, Wisconsin, by virtue of his business, 
did intentionally transfer the money of Heritage Guard Preservation Society, Inc. 
(HGPS) in an amount exceeding $10,000, without HGPS' consent, contrary to his 
authority, and with intent to convert it to his own use, all contrary to Sections 
943.20(1 )(b) & 3(c) of the Wisconsin Statutes. 

COUNT 2: THEFT (EMBEZZLEMENT) (VALUE $2,500-5,000) 

The above-named defendant, on about January 1, 2008 at 2031 North 49th Street, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, as a bailee, did intentionally transfer the money of the Friends of 
Chris Kujawa, a campaign committee, in an amount exceeding $2,500 but not 
exceeding $5,000, without the owner's consent, contrary to his authority, and with intent 
to convert it to his own use, all contrary to Sections 943.20(1 )(b) & 3(bf) of the 
Wisconsin Statutes. 

COUNT 3: THEFT (EMBEZZLEMENT) (VALUE NOT EXCEEDING $2,500) 

The above-named defendant, on about July 14, 2010 at 2031 North 49th Street, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, as a bailee, did intentionally transfer the money of the Friends of 
Larry Spicer, a campaign committee, in an amount not exceeding $2,500, without 
owner's consent, contrary to his authority, and with intent to convert it to his own use, all 
contrary to Sections 943.20(1 )(b) & 3(a) of the Wisconsin Statutes. 

AS TO COUNT 1: 

Upon conviction of this offense, a Class G felony, the defendant may be fined in an 
amount not to exceed $25,000 or imprisoned for a term not to exceed 10 years, or both. 

AS TO COUNT 2: 

Upon conviction of this offense, a Class I felony, the defendant may be fined not more 
than $10,000, or imprisoned not more than 3.5 years or both. 
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AS TO COUNT 3: 

Upon conviction of this offense, a Class A misdemeanor, the defendant may be fined 
not more than $10,000, or imprisoned not to exceed 9 months or both. 

Complainant states that he is a Milwaukee County District Attorney Investigator and 
bases his complaint upon the sources of information identified in the paragraphs below. 

A. Authorization of Doe Judge 

This investigation was conducted under the auspices of an ongoing Milwaukee County 
John Doe investigation, Milwaukee County Case No. 10JD000007. The Honorable 
Neal Nettesheim presides over this John Doe proceeding. The John Doe is subject to a 
Secrecy Order. To the extent that the John Doe investigation relates to Timothy D. 
Russell, the Heritage Guard Preservation Society, Inc., the Friends of Chris Kujawa, a 
campaign committee, the Friends of Larry Spicer, a campaign committee and such 
other individuals as are named in this complaint, Judge Nettesheim has authorized the 
release of information necessary for the prosecution of this criminal matter. 

B. Identification of Relevant Parties 

For purposes of this complaint, the following persons are identified in alphabetical order 
and described by role as it relates to this criminal complaint. 

Heritage Guard Preservation Society, Inc. (HGPS). HGPS is the corporate entity 
originally incorporated by Todd Hunter (and others) in 2004 and, in August 2009, HGPS 
was transferred to Tim Russell. 

Hunter, Todd. Attorney Todd Hunter was the original incorporator of the Heritage 
Guard Preservation Society, Inc. (HGPS). HGPS was originally formed in 2004 and 
was transferred to Tim Russell in August 2009, according to Mr. Hunter's John Doe 
testimony. 

Kavanaugh, Kevin. Mr. Kavanaugh served as the Treasurer for Chapter 96 of the 
Military Order of the Purple Heart (MOPH). He was appointed to the Milwaukee County 
Veteran's Service Board in 2005. Kavanaugh, as the Treasurer of MOPH, was 
selected to administer the receipts of (i.e., the donations to) Operation Freedom and to 
pay Operation Freedom expenses. 

Kujawa, Christopher. Mr. Kujawa is a South Milwaukee businessman who, in the 
summer of 2007, ran for the Milwaukee County Supervisor seat vacated by Ryan 
McCue upon his election to the Office of Mayor for the City of Cudahy. Mr. Kujawa 
formed a candidate committee known as Friends of Chris Kujawa. Brian Pierick served 
as the nominal Treasurer of the Kujawa campaign committee. Tim Russell, however, 
was actually responsible for the Kujawa committee campaign finance account. 

Leguizamon, Domingo. Mr. Leguizamon was a Milwaukee County employee. He is 
identified on HGPS corporate forms filed with the Department of Financial Institutions as 
a Vice-President and director. Mr. Leguizamon had no idea he was an officer or a 
director of HGPS. 
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Operation Freedom. The Milwaukee County Executive's Office sponsored an event to 
honor military veterans known as "Operation Freedom." The event was held at the 
Milwaukee County Zoo at about the time of Independence Day every year and was 
made possible because of the work of Milwaukee County employees and the donations 
of private individuals. 

Pierick, Brian. Mr. Pierick is the partner of Tim Russell. At times relevant to this 
complaint, Pierick and Russell lived together at 2031 North 49 th Street in the City of 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. Mr. Pierick served as the nominal Treasurer of the Friends of 
Chris Kujawa, a campaign committee. 

Rindfleisch, Kelly M. Ms. Rindfleisch was a Policy Advisor in the Milwaukee County 
Executive's Office from January 201 until March 1 5, 2010, at which time she became 
Deputy Chief of Staff. She served in that position until November 2010. Tim Russell 
hired Rindfleisch. Rindfleisch is identified on HGPS corporate forms filed with the 
Department of Financial Institutions as a Secretary/Treasurer and as a director. Ms. 
Rindfleisch had no idea she was an officer or a director of HGPS. 

Russell, Timothy D. Mr. Russell held multiple positions in Milwaukee County 
government since 2002. See Appendix A. He last served as the Deputy Chief of Staff 
to County Executive Scott Walker until March 2010. At that time, he was appointed to 
serve as the Housing Director for the Department of Health and Human Services. 
Russell administered the campaign finance accounts for two County Supervisor 
candidates, Chris Kujawa and Larry Spicer. In 2009, County Executive Walker 
transferred control of the event "Operation Freedom" to a corporation controlled by Mr. 
Russell, 

Spicer, Larry. Mr. Spicer was a candidate for the office of Milwaukee County 
Supervisor District 2 vacated by Toni Clark in the spring of 2010. Larry Spicer formed a 
campaign committee, "Friends of Larry Spicer." Tim Russell assisted Mr. Spicer with 
his campaign and was in soie control of the campaign account for the Friends of Larry 
Spicer. Spicer did not successfully emerge from the Primary Election. 

Tietjen, James. Mr. Tietjen is the Associate Director of Operations for the Milwaukee 
County Department of Health and Human Services. He worked on Operation Freedom 
as a Milwaukee County employee. Mr. Tietjen is identified on HGPS corporate forms 
filed with the Department of Financial Institutions as the Secretary/Treasurer. Mr. 
Tietjen had no idea he was an officer of HGPS. 

Walker, Scott K. Mr. Walker was, at all times relevant to this complaint, the County 
Executive of Milwaukee County. County Executive Walker transferred control of 
"Operation Freedom" to Tim Russell as President of HGPS on October 20, 2009. 

Wink, Darlene. Ms. Wink worked on Constituent Service issues in the Milwaukee 
County Executive's office. She spent a substantial portion of her time on the event 
known as Operation Freedom. Ms. Wink monitored the Operation Freedom finances 
and she noticed issues with the administration of Operation Freedom donations in 2008. 
Ms. Wink is identified as a Vice-President of HGPS on papers filed with the Wisconsin 
Department of Financial Institutions. Ms. Wink stated she was on the board of Heritage 
Guard Preservation Society and that she believes she was an officer because Tim 
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Russell told her she was. 
C. Summary of Offenses 

1 . Theft from the campaign committee "Friends of Chris Kujawa" 

In 2007, Ryan McCue vacated his Milwaukee County Board seat when McCue was 
elected to serve as the Mayor of the City of Cudahy. A Special Election was held in 
August 2007 to fill the County Supervisor seat. The Special Election candidates for 
McCue's open Supervisor seat were Patricia Jursik, a Cudahy lawyer, and Chris 
Kujawa, a South Milwaukee businessman. 

Although Russell was not the campaign Treasurer (a position held by Russell's 
roommate and partner, Brian Pierick), Russell had sole control the Friends of Chris 
Kujawa campaign finance account. 

Kujawa loaned his campaign committee the sum of $3,000 in 2007. 

Mr. Kujawa lost the August 2007 Supervisor election to Patricia Jursik. 

In late December 2007, Kujawa requested Russell to repay the loan with remaining 
funds in the campaign account. At about this same time, Russell transferred the sum of 
$3,000 (one transfer of $2,000 in December 2007 and a second transfer in the amount 
of $1 ,000 in January 2008) to his personal account 

For two years, Russell ignored Mr. Kujawa's requests for repayment of his loan. After 
Mr. Kujawa threatened to call then County Executive, Scott Walker, Mr. Kujawa was 
repaid. 

To make the payment, Tim Russell used the funds of the Heritage Guard Preservation 
Society, Inc. These funds were for Operation Freedom and were intended to benefit 
military veterans. Russell delivered a check to Mr. Kujawa in the amount of $3,041.83 
in February 2010. 

2. Theft from the Heritage Guard Preservation Society, Inc. 

For a number of years, the County Executive's Office had sponsored an event to honor 
military veterans known as "Operation Freedom." The event was held at the Milwaukee 
County Zoo and was made possible because of the work of Milwaukee County 
employees and the donations of private individuals. In about 2006, whereas donations 
had theretofore been handled by the County Executive's Office, the handling of money 
was transferred to the Military Order of the Purple Heart, Chapter 96. Milwaukee 
County Veterans Service Board member Kevin Kavanaugh was the Treasurer of the 
Military Order of the Purple Heart, Chapter 96. 

Due to alleged financial mismanagement, in about 2009, Operation Freedom donations 
were entrusted to the Alonzo Cudworth American Legion Post. While by all reports the 
Cudworth Post discharged their financial duties in exemplary fashion, in October 2009, 
then County Executive Scott Walker transferred the Operation Freedom funds - some 
$19,000 -to HGPS, the corporation controlled by Tim Russell, 

Russell actively operated the HGPS entity for the purpose of raising funds for Operation 
Freedom during 2010. This included having County Executive employees process 
donation payments for ultimate deposit in an HGPS account that Russell controlled. 
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In 2009 and 2010, Russell transferred in excess of $20,000 from the HGPS accounts 
into his personal accounts. These funds were used to pay for Caribbean and Hawaiian 
vacations, at least in part. They were also used to fund a political trip to Atlanta, 
Georgia for the organization of a presidential campaign. And, as noted above, Russell 
took from HGPS to repay the campaign debt of Chris Kujawa. 

3. Theft from the campaign committee, "Friends of Larry Spicer" 

In 2010, Milwaukee County Supervisor Toni Clark resigned her position on the County 
Board on the same day she was convicted of a campaign finance reporting violation 
relating to the misappropriation of money from her campaign finance account. 

Larry Spicer formed a campaign committee to seek the office vacated by Toni Ciark. 

Under circumstances similar to those of the Friends of Chris Kujawa, Russell assisted 
Spicer and was in sole control of the campaign account for the Friends of Larry Spicer. 

Spicer did not successfully emerge from the Primary Election. 

Thereafter, without Spicer's knowledge or consent, Russell withdrew the sum of $550 
from the campaign finance account. 

D. Venue and Jurisdiction 

Based upon a review of Russell's personnel file, produced pursuant to a John Doe 
subpoena by Candace Richards of the Department of Human Resources of Milwaukee 
County, i know that Mr. Russell served from January 26, 2009 to March 15, 2010 as the 
Deputy Chief of Staff in the Office of the County Executive. Russell was employed as 
the Director of Housing at the Department of Health and Human Services (DHSS) 
effective March 15, 2010. He served in that DHSS position until he left county service 
on December 28, 2010. Russell's Human Resources file also reflects a previous 
position as Director of Community Relations in the County Executive Office effective 
August 12, 2008. 

Milwaukee County Human Resources records for Mr. Russell which I have reviewed 
reflect that, at all times relevant to this complaint, Mr. Russell claimed his residence as 
2031 North 49 th Street in the City of Milwaukee, Wisconsin. I note that this is the same 
address that I have seen listed for Mr. Russell on bank records I reviewed as part of this 
investigation. 

E. Thefts from the Funds Entrusted To Russell By Heritage Guard Preservation 
Society 

1 . Operation Freedom and the Transfer of the Event to HGPS 

The John Doe investigation, Milwaukee County Case No. 10JD000007, was 
commenced as an inquiry into the possible misappropriation of $11,000 in Operation 
Freedom contributions described below. 

Operation Freedom was an annual event sponsored by the Office of the County 
Executive. It was intended as an event to honor military veterans and it was held at the 
Milwaukee County Zoo in the summer, usually around the time of Independence Day. It 
was the product of the work of Milwaukee County employees and the donations of 
private individuals. 
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The County Executive's Office collected contributions to help fund this event in the time 
period prior to about 2006. Because it was not the central focus of this John Doe 
investigation, the pre-2006 accounting for Operation Freedom funds was not directly 
examined by John Doe investigators. However, in about 2006, Jim Villa, the County 
Executive Chief of Staff, believed that the County Executive's Office should not be 
directly involved in the handling of Operation Freedom funds. Therefore, the 
administration of Operation Freedom funds was transferred to the Michelle Witmer 
Chapter of the Military Order of the Purple Heart (MOPH). 

Kevin Kavanaugh was the MOPH Chapter Treasurer. Darlene Wink, the County 
Executive employee who monitored Operation Freedom finances, stated that 
Kavanaugh was selected to administer the funds because of his position on the 
Milwaukee County Veterans Service Commission. Kavanaugh was first appointed to 
the Milwaukee County Veterans' Service Commission on February 15, 2005 and he was 
appointed a second time on November 29, 2010. 

Questions about Kavanaugh's handling of Operation Freedom funds arose in 2008, 
Darlene Wink was responsible for reviewing the Operation Freedom contributions and 
expenses. Wink identified an apparent shortfall of some $1 1 ,000. Efforts by the 
County Executive's Office to address this discrepancy failed; the Purple Heart Chapter 
was unable to provide any satisfactory explanation for the missing $1 1 ,000. In fact, 
MOPH was uncooperative in explaining its handling of Operation Freedom Funds. 

On February 17, 2009, the Operation Freedom finances were transferred to the Alonzo 
Cudworth American Legion Post #23. No financial management issues arose during 
the period of time the Cudworth post had responsibility for Operation Freedom 
contributions and expenses. 

On October 20, 2009, however, in a Memo to the Cudworth Post, County Executive 
Scott Walker terminated the Memorandum of Understanding between the Cudworth 
Post and Milwaukee County. County Executive Scott Walker wrote: 

To ensure its ongoing operation and success, I have identified a non- 
profit corporation to which I am transferring Operation Freedom. While I 
created and have supported Operation Freedom, its existence and 
success should not depend on me. This new structure will allow the 
community to take ownership of it. 

The non-profit that County Executive Walker identified in his Memo was the Heritage 
Guard Preservation Society, Inc. (HGPS). On the same day the Memorandum of 
Understanding with the Cudworth Post was terminated, on October 20, 2009, County 
Executive Walker transferred Operation Freedom to HGPS, 1 the corporation controlled 
by Timothy D. Russell, See Figure 1 . 



1 Russell took control of Heritage Guard Preservation Society, Inc. in 2009. It was an existing corporation 
originally formed in 2004. Our review of HGPS records indicates that the initial grant of 501(c)(3) status 
to the Heritage Guard Preservation Society actually expired in 2008. We have found no evidence of 
renewal in HGPS records seized in the course of this investigation. Investigators have contacted the IRS 
to confirm the valid 501(c)(3) status but the IRS could not confirm HGPS' non-profit status. The IRS, 
however, does not exclude the possibility that the status was in fact renewed. 
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MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT

responsibility and operation of this event to a non-profit corporation to ensure the 
continuation of Operation Freedom for the benefit of veterans, active duty military 
personnel and their families, and 

Whereas the Heritage Guard Preservation Society, Inc. (HOPS) has expressed a desire to 
administer, manage, and continue this worthwhile event, 

Now, therefore the parties agree as follows: 

1 . The MCEO hereby irrevocably transfers to the If GPS the ownership and 
operation of die event known as Operation Freedom, including records and 
assets thereof. 

2. TheHGPS agrees to accept the ownership and operation of Operation 
Freedom. 

}. The HGPS states its intention to run Operation Freedom as n segregated 

project and maintain separate financial records specific to Operation Freedom, 
including complete accountings of all income and expenses thereof. 

4. The HGPS agrees to offer the opportunity to participate in this event to all 
members of the planning committee and volttntcers who have worked on it in 
the past, subject to those individuals desire to continue such work. 

5. The Milwaukee County Executive identified below agrees to serve as the 
Chairman of the Advisory Committee that will be created for Operation 
Freedom, and to seek the continued participation of Milwaukee County m 
supporting the event.

2. The Heritage Guard Preservation Society did not Consent to the 
Misappropriation of Tens of Thousands of Dollars Intended for the 
Benefit of Military Veterans 

The John Doe Judge authorized Search Warrants for the home of Timothy Russell at 
2031 North 49 th Street in the City of Milwaukee and for offices that Russell occupied at 
5304 West Greenfield Avenue in the Village of West Milwaukee. On December 7, 2010, 
those warrants were duly served. 

As part of the execution of those warrants, the corporate papers for Heritage Guard 
Preservation Society (HGPS), including the Articles of Incorporation and the corporate 
By-Laws were seized from the office located at 5304 West Greenfield Avenue.. 

Based upon the John Doe testimony of Attorney Todd Hunter, one of the original 
Incorporators of HGPS, i know that the corporation was originally formed in 2004 as a 
means to preserve historical and cultural artifacts and properties. It was formed mainly 
in connection with Mr. Hunter's work with historic buildings on the grounds of the 
Veterans Administration Complex located at Wood, Wisconsin, 5000 West National 
Avenue in the County of Milwaukee. Todd Hunter states that he transferred the 
corporation to Tim Russell. Hunter further testified that he turned over the bank account 
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- an amount of about $100 -to Russell at the time of the transfer. Based upon a 
review of M&l Bank records seized from the office of Mr. Russell on December 7, 2010, 
the transfer of HGPS to Tim Russell took place on August 18, 2009. The seized M&l 
Bank records list Mr. Russell as the Authorized Signer and President of the corporation. 
The corporate address is listed as 9323 West Greenfield Avenue, West Allis, Wisconsin. 

Based upon my review of Guaranty Bank records obtained by John Doe subpoena, I 
know that Mr. Russell opened a bank account at Guaranty Bank on September 16, 
2009 in the name of the Heritage Guard Preservation Society, Inc. Bank records 
include a copy of an Annual Report filed with the State of Wisconsin. This Annual 
Report was signed by Tim Russell dated August 18, 2009. It lists Russell as President. 
It lists Milwaukee County Executive employee Darlene Wink as Vice-President. The 
Secretary/Treasurer is identified as Milwaukee County Department of Health and 
Human Services Associate Operations Director James Tietjen. No HGPS directors are 
identified. The registered agent is identified as Tim Russell, 9323 West Greenfield 
Avenue, West Aliis, Wisconsin. 

In an interview with Darlene Wink, Ms. Wink stated that she thought she was a director 
but did not know that she was an officer. She stated she signed one paper once but did 
not ever attend any corporate meetings or see any corporate minutes of HGPS. 

In James Tietjen's John Doe testimony, Tietjen stated that he was not familiar with the 
acronym "HGPS" and he thought that Heritage Guard Preservation Society might be a 
veterans group used as a "financial arm," but he was not sure. Tietjen testified that he 
had no idea that he was supposedly the Secretary/Treasurer of the corporation. 

John Doe investigators obtained from the Wisconsin Department of Financial 
Institutions a copy of the Annua! Report for the first quarter of 201 0. It is signed by Tim 
Russell and dated July 15, 2010. It lists Russell as President. It lists Milwaukee County 
employee Domingo Leguizamon as Vice-President and Milwaukee County Executive 
Deputy Chief of Staff Kelly Rindfleisch as Secretary/Treasurer. The Annual Report 
identified these two persons as directors as well. 

In Domingo Leguizamon's John Doe testimony, like James Tietjen, Leguizamon testified 
that he had no idea that he was an officer in HGPS. 

In a statement to investigators, Kelly Rindfleisch said she knew of an organization that 
handled the financial aspect of Operation Freedom and she thought the name of the 
organization was the "National Heritage Preservation Society." She stated that she did 
not serve on any board and was unaware of her supposed status as the 
Secretary/Treasurer of the Heritage Guard Preservation Society. 

I found no minutes, resolutions or other apparent official corporate documents or 
records of any kind dated after July 2009 in the records from the HGPS file recovered 
from Tim Russell's office on West Greenfield Avenue, 

I have reviewed the By-Laws of the corporation and I note that three Directors are 
authorized and that corporate action, including the appointment of officers, generally 
requires the assent of two Directors. Based upon the statements of the phony 
officers/directors as described above, HGPS did not have two actual Directors. 
Obviously, a Treasurer who does not know he/she is a Treasurer cannot consent to the 
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misappropriation of HGPS funds. For all these reasons, I conclude that HGPS did not 
consent to the deposit of HGPS funds into the personal bank accounts of Tim Russell 
as described in this complaint below. Likewise, the other payments described below for 
the personal benefit of Tim Russell (e.g., the payment to Chris Kujawa) were done 
without the consent and authorization of HGPS. 



a. Heritage Guard Bank Records Reflect Large Sums of Money were 

Transferred from HGPS into the Personal Account of Tim Russell and his 
Partner Brian Pierick.

Figure 2 is a copy of the Guaranty Bank records for HGPS provided in response to a 
John Doe subpoena issued to Guaranty Bank. The corporation was listed as having an 
address of 9323 West Greenfield Avenue, West Allis, Wisconsin. Russell is the 
authorized signer for the account and the account was opened on September 16, 2009. 
An initial deposit of $100 was made. The Account Number is 4032004102. 

Guaranty Bank records for HGPS show a deposit of an official check of the M&l Bank 
account. Based on the John Doe testimony of Attorney Todd Hunter, this official check 
closed out the HGPS account at M&l Bank. It was deposited into the HGPS bank 
account on November 13, 2009. See Figure 3.

Also obtained from Guaranty Bank records, Figure 4 below is a copy of an Alonzo 
Cudworth American Legion Post check. This check effected the transfer required by 
then County Executive Scott Walker as set forth in Mr. Walker's October 29, 2009 
Memo quoted above. The deposit of this check is reflected in Guaranty Bank records 
for HGPS and the date of the deposit was November 20, 2009.

On New Years Eve 2009, Guaranty Bank records reflect that Russell transferred the 
sum of $5, 000 from the HGPS bank account to Russell's personal account, Account 
XXXX7511. See Figure 5.

Guaranty Bank records indicate that, to this date in time three deposits had been made 
into the HGPS account opened by Russell: (1 ) the initial deposit of $1 00; (2) the Alonzo 
Cudworth Post deposit of $19,342.79; and (3) the M&i Closing Account deposit in the 
amount of $40.71 . Consequently, this $5,000 withdrawal was a direct taking of the 
Alonzo Cudworth Post and M&I Closing Account deposits. After the $5,000 withdrawal 
on December 31, 2009, the HGPS account balance was reduced to $14,483. 

The account into which the $5,000 was transferred, Account XXXX751 1 , is a personal 
account held by Tim Russell and his partner Brian Pierick. Figure 6 is a composite of 
account records and part of the January 15, 2010 bank statement, as taken from the 
Guaranty Bank records produced by virtue of a John Doe subpoena. These records 
reflect Russell's ownership of Account XXXX7511, the account into which the $5,000 in 
HGPS funds was transferred.

Taken together, Table 1, Figure 8 and Figure 7 indicate that the cruise line charge 
incurred in October was carried as a credit balance through the beginning of January 
2010. On January 4, 2010, the credit card balance was paid in its entirety. 

In February 2010, donations for the 2010 Operation Freedom began to be deposited 
into the HGPS bank account. These included contributions from D.F. McKeithan, Jr. 
and from First American Funding Co., L.L.C. 

On February 26, 201 0, Tim Russell withdrew the sum of $3,041 .83 from the HGPS 
account (No. 4032004102) and obtained an official check in that amount from Guaranty 
Bank. Figure 9 is a copy of the withdrawal slip. Figure 10 is a copy of the official check 
made payable to Chris Kujawa.

This payment to Mr, Kujawa is noteworthy because, as set forth in greater detail in the 
section below entitled 'Thefts from the Campaign Finance Funds Entrusted to Russell 
by the Friends of Chris Kujawa, a Campaign Committee," it represents the sum of (a) 
$41.83, the closing balance of the campaign account for the Friends of Chris Kujawa 
plus (b) $3,000, the amount that Mr. Kujawa loaned to the campaign and that Tim 
Russell misappropriated from the campaign finance account, 

On April 8, 2010, Mr. Russell transferred another $5,000 from the HGPS account to his 
personal account, as shown in Figure 1 1 below. The bank balance for the personal 
Russell account (XXXX7511) on April 7, 2010 was $2,336.15.

An examination of the BarclayCard statement with a closing date of April 15, 2010 
reflects one charge on April 14, 2010 with Budget Rent-A-Car in Wailea, Hawaii for 
$353.71 and a payment of $1 ,000 on April 9, 2010 toward the balance owed. 

During the months of late Winter 2010 and Spring 2010, Operation Freedom continued 
to collect more donations for the July 2010 event for military veterans. These donations 
included generous sums from Ron and Jane Johnson, Rockwell Automation, WE 
Energies, M&l Trust Company, Associated Bank, the Republican Party of Milwaukee 
County (with a check signed by Tim Russell), J. P. Cullen and Sons and the Forest 
County Potawatomi Community. 

A review of Guaranty Bank records for the HGPS account reflect that on July 27, 2010, 
Tim Russell completed a transfer slip moving $3,000 from the HGPS account to account 
XXXX7511, Russell's personal account. See Figure 12.

July 2010 

By July 2010, Guaranty Bank records show that Tim Russell had obtained a debit card 
for the HGPS account. A series of Point of Sale transactions are documented on the 
July HGPS statement. Several of these are not apparently connected with the 
Operation Freedom event. These include: (1) a July 27, 2010 transaction at the 
Wilderness Hotel in Wisconsin Dells, Wisconsin in the amount of $85.00 and (2) a July 
29, 2010 POS transaction with Godaddy.com in the amount of $113.77. 

As part of this John Doe investigation, the John Doe Judge authorized a Search 
Warrant for the GoDaddy.com records of Tim Russell. These records reflect that the 
$113.77 charge described in the previous paragraph was payment for Internet fees 
relating to "regentwebhost.net." Based upon my work in this investigation, I know that 
Regent Realty is the name of Tim Russell's real estate business. See Figure 13 and 
Figure 14.

Based on information received from the City of West Milwaukee, I know John Cork is 
the owner of the building located at 5304 W. Greenfield Avenue, West Milwaukee, one 
of the Russell premises searched on December 7, 2010. In a review of HGPS Guaranty 
Bank records for August 2010, I observed several noteworthy transactions. I noted two 
checks payable to "John Cork" in the total amount of $5,050. These checks had entries 
on the memo lines indicating that these were rent payments. While these payments 
might be said to be for HGPS and Operation Freedom event, at the time of the search 
we found the property there to be dominated by items associated with Russell's real 
estate business, Regent Realty. 

In the August 201 Guaranty Bank statement for the HGPS account, I noted the 
following additional transactions: (1) an August 23, 2010 POS transaction with Godaddy 
in the amount of $145.28; (2) an August 23, 2010 POS transaction with Godaddy in the 
amount of $58.38; (3) an August 23, 2010 POS transaction at the "Milwaukee 
Emergency Ct" in Greenfield Wisconsin in the amount of $139.30; and (4) an August 30, 
2010 POS transaction at the Country Inn of Platteviile in Platteville, Wisconsin for 
$1 16.29. These transactions are noteworthy for the reasons set forth in the following 
paragraphs. 

A review of GoDaddy records produced in response to a John Doe Search Warrant 
show that the $145.28 Godaddy transaction was a payment for the renewal of multiple 
domain names, ail being some variation of scottforgov and scott4gov with ".net," 
".com," ".info" and ".org" suffixes. See Appendix B {showing a transaction date of 
August 21, 2010). 
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Likewise, the GoDaddy transaction for $58.38 described above was also for renewal of 
domain names, all being some variation of scott4gov and 

MilwaukeeCountyExecutiveScottWalkerForGovernor with ".com" and ".info" suffixes. 
See Appendix C (showing a transaction date of August 21, 2010). 

A simple Internet search for "Milwaukee Emergency Greenfield Wisconsin" indicates 
that this is a veterinarian office called the Milwaukee Emergency Center for Animals 
located at 3670 S. 108th Street, Greenfield, Wisconsin. 

Based upon my review of e-mails gathered as the result of a search warrant served on 
Google Gmail for the account of timrussellwi@qmail,com , I know that Russell attended 
the 2010 Potosi Beer festival (held on the weekend of August 28, 2010) and made 
arrangements to stay in Platteville, about ten miles away form Potosi, Wisconsin. 

c. HGPS Funds Paid for Russell's Political Trip to Georgia to Meet with Herman 
Cain and Mark Block. 

On November 24, 201 0, Russell filled out a transfer ticket authorizing a transfer of 
$5,000 from the HGPS account (4032004102) to his personal account (XXXX7511). 
Based upon Guaranty Bank records for the Russell/Pierick personal account, the 
balance in Account No. XXXX751 1 on the day prior to the transfer, November 23, 2010, 
was $588.53.

At pages 17 - 18 of Mark Block's John Doe transcript, Mr, Block confirmed that his 
meetings with Mr. Russell had nothing to do with the stated mission of the Heritage 
Guard Preservation Society, Inc., which was - as described by Russell on the July 15, 
2010 Annual Report filed with the Department of Financial Institutions - "historic 
preservation and services to vets."

When the smaller transactions (detailed in Section E.2.b above entitled "Direct Debit 
Card Payments from HGPS Funds Paid for Non-Mission Expenditures for the Private 
Benefit of Tim Russell or Others") are added to the Table 3 total, the grand total of the 
HGPS funds taken by Russell is $21 ,699.85 or 50.5% of the 201 donations. 

Put another way, measured in terms of the 2010 donations to Operation Freedom, Tim 
Russell stole more than fifty cents of every donation dollar deposited into the HGPS 
account. 2 

By order of the John Doe Judge dated January 20, 201 1 and concerning the HGPS 
account held at Guaranty Bank, the bank was "commanded forthwith to seize and hold 
said accounts and secure said accounts from the transfer of any funds from said 
account(s) until further order of the court." On that day, the balance of the account was 
$3,241 .70. This amount continues to be held pending further order of the John Doe 
Judge. 



2 If the $5, 050 rent for the Regent Realty office on Greenfield Avenue is added to the amount Russell 
misappropriated, the percentage of funds stolen jumps to 62%. 
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F. Thefts from the Campaign Finance Funds Entrusted to Russell by the Friends 
of Chris Kujawa, a Campaign Committee 

Based upon Chris Kujawa's testimony before the John Doe Judge and based upon a 
review of a Campaign Registration statement, I know that Mr. Kujawa was a candidate 
for the office of Milwaukee County Supervisor District 8 in a special election held in the 
Summer of 2007. The name of the campaign committee was the Friends of Chris 
Kujawa. The campaign committee address was listed as 1744 Edgewood Drive, South 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The campaign registration statement identifies the Treasurer as 
Brian Pierick of 2031 North 49 th Street, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. Noted earlier in this 
complaint, Mr. Pierick is the partner of Tim Russell. 

By operation of law, all disbursements from a campaign finance account must be made 
for political purposes. Disbursements for personal purposes unrelated to campaign 
activity are not authorized. 3 

I have personally reviewed the Guaranty Bank records for the Friends of Chris Kujawa 
campaign account. Figure 18 is taken from the Guaranty Bank records from that 
account. As shown in that figure, Tim Russell - not Treasurer Brian Pierick - had sole 
control of that account. Bank records also indicate that Tim Russell utilized his driver's 
license to open the account, a copy of which was made part of the Guaranty Bank file.

Mr. Kujawa loaned his campaign committee the sum of $3,000. i have reviewed the 
campaign finance report forms filed with Milwaukee County and this loan is reflected in 
campaign finance reports. See Figure 19. Kujawa's loan is also reflected in Guaranty 
Bank records; it was posted to the campaign account on July 10, 2007.

Account records for No. XXXX7511 indicate that the expenditures made after each of 
these transfers were personal in nature and unrelated to any disbursement for the 
Kujawa campaign. 

As of January 31, 2008, the Friends of Chris Kujawa campaign finance account balance 
was less than $100. 

In Mr. Kujawa's John Doe testimony, he stated that he had no idea the money was gone 
from the account. Kujawa testified as follows.

Mr. Kujawa testified that he did in fact receive a check (dated February 26, 2010) in the 
mail as repayment of the sum left in his campaign finance account. He testified that he 
did not know the meaning of the reference to "Heritage Guard Preservation Society" at 
the bottom of the official check. See Figure 10 at page 15. Kujawa said he was 
unaware of the organization and did not know what it was. 

As reflected in February statement for the Friends of Chris Kujawa account, the account 
was closed on February 26, 2010 with a closing balance of $41 .83. 
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The official check payment (see Figure 10 at page 15) was consequently comprised of 
the Kujawa loan ($3,000) and the closing balance of the campaign finance account. 

G. Thefts from the Campaign Finance Funds Entrusted to Russell by Citizens for 
Spicer, a Campaign Committee 

Larry Spicer was a candidate for the office of Milwaukee County Supervisor District 2 
vacated by Toni Clark, according to his testimony before the John Doe Judge. Ms. 
Clark's seat became vacant when she resigned on the same day she was convicted of 
conduct in violation of Wisconsin campaign finance laws. Ms. Clark's conduct was 
related to the misappropriation of her campaign finance monies. 

By operation of law, all disbursements from a campaign finance account must be made 
for political purposes and disbursements for personal purposes unrelated to campaign 
activity are not authorized. 4 

I have reviewed the campaign forms filed by the Citizens for Spicer with the Milwaukee 
County Election Commission. The campaign committee Treasurer is identified on these 
forms as Terrell Banks. Mr. Banks was subpoenaed to testify before the John Doe 
Judge. He testified that, while he was the nominal Treasurer, Tim Russell handled the 
campaign finance account. 

I have reviewed the Guaranty Bank records for the Citizens for Spicer. Figure 24 is 
taken from those records. It shows that the account was opened on March 1 1 , 201 
and that Tim Russell had sole control of the account.

As did Mr. Kujawa, Mr. Spicer loaned a significant sum to his campaign effort. I have 
reviewed the campaign finance report forms filed with Milwaukee County by the 
campaign committee Citizens for Spicer. According to these reports, Spicer claimed 
almost $2,500 in campaign loans on his campaign finance form filed with the county 
election commission. See Figure 25.
